W ashington, Dec. S.—Tbe first sk ir­ 
mish along the line of monetary legisla­ 
tion carne up in the house yesterday, 
when Mr. Overstreet of Indiana en­ 
deavored to get unanim ous c o n s e n t to 
fiz a time for tbe consideration of house 
bill No. I, known to the country as the 
A tlantic City, or Republican caucaa 
bill 
Of oourae the Democratic objec­ 
tion to the m anner of procedure was 
made by Mr. Richardson, and tbe rem it 
was the resolution w ent over until the 
committee on rules will bring in a rule 
fixing a time for the consideration of 
the bill which will be next Monday and 
every day thereafter until Thursday or 
Friday. 
There will in all probability be night 
sessions so that all the am bitions states­ 
men of both sides will have an opportu­ 
nity to place their views before their 
constituents.

New York, Dec 8 —C. Meredith Simp­ 
son several time* in hie life said to have 
been a millionaire, and who was re* 
Gently found dead in his room at Mills 
House No. !, this city, had a remarka­ 
ble career. 
He was 7? years old and 
had made the house his home for sev­ 
eral months. 
Friends who knew him 
in more prosperous days had the body 
taken in charge by an undertaker and 
word was sent to the dead man's broth­ 
er, General Marcus Simpson of Chicago. 
The story that friends tell of the dead 
man’s career was a ceaseless battle with 
fortune—battles that had millions foi 
their (stakes. 
Mr. Simpson was born in Esperance 
N. Y,, and when a boy went to New Or 
leans where bs soon established himself 
in the dry goods business 
Prosperity 
smiled upon his venture and at the out 
break of the war he was rated as one of 
the wealthiest business men and largest 
land owners in the state. 
Like many 
others he saw everything swept away 
by the rebellion and came north to re 
cnperate health aud fortune. 
He took an office in the financial dis­ 
trict and soon became known as a pro 
moter. 
It was Mr, Simpson who at one 
time conceived the idea of selling the 
stock of the Third Avenue Surface road 
to a syndicate of English capitalists. 
Everything was in readniess for the 
transfer and the promoter saw himself 
about to reap a handsome profit Then a 
hitch came and the deal fall through. 
With dozens similarly situated, 
Mr. 
Simpson was again reduced to poverty 
in the crash that followed the failure of 
Grant * Ward 
In the latter years of his life Mr. 
Simpson’s time and energy was taken 
up in litigation over the famous W’ood- 
house Mexican bonds, said to involve 
sums of money between $5,000,000 and 
$15,000,000. 
These bonds have been the 
subject of congressional investigation, 
international correspondence and litiga­ 
tion since the early sixties. 
There were 
originally issued to Daniel Woodhouse 
and on Jan. 26, 1867, were officially de­ 
nounced by Ignacio Mariscal, secretary 
of the Mexican legation, as fraudulent. 
After an appeal to the president the 
bonds were officially touched in a presi­ 
dential message to congress on July IO. 
1863. 
For a nominal sum Mr Simpson 
obtained the bonds years ago, and since 
then has been fighting to realize on 
them. 
At one time it was said by a 
friend he was offered $2,500,000 for the 
bonds. 
At the Mills house little was 
known of Mr. Simpson.

sive body of insurgents operating in the 
vicinity. 
General Tine made a stand in the 
mountain pass between Narvacan and 
San Quinto.

his position was augmented by trenches 
and pitfalls. The fight lasted five hours. 
General Young had three companies of 
the Thirty-fourth infantry under Lieu­ 
tenant Colonel Howse and two troops of 
the Third cavalry, Captain Swigart 
commanding, and one troop tinder Capt. 
Chase. 
He was reinforced during the 
fight by Colonel Hare with a battalion 
of the Thirty-third enroute to Vigan. 
General Young ended the fight 
by 
charging and routing the enemy who 
left 25 dead, several rifles and thousands 
of rounds of ammunition in the trenches. 
The enemy employed artillery. 
Only 
one American seriously injured 
The uprising in the island of Negro* 
was led by the police in La Corta dis­ 
trict. where there was a small American 
garrison. 
The police were inspired by 
false reports of insurgent victories in 
Luzon and Panay. 
There are 250 na 
tive police in Negros, uniformed and 
armed with Springfield rifles. 
Lieuten 
ant Ledyard, an American officer, wa* 
killed. 
He is the son of the president of 
the Michigan Central railroad and a 
popular officer.
